Rules Committee Request- 

ed at Meeting Here 

Thursday toCallConven- 
tion to Meet in Macon. 


The Georgia state democratic execu- 
tive committee, in session at the Aps- 
ley hotel Thursday, unanimously }> 
jected a proposal of the Georgia Fed- 
erution of Labor and the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, for a repeal of 
the existing primary rule compelling 
candidates for superior court judge- 
ships to announce against a specific 
judge 

The state primary was fixed for 
Wednesday, September 15, and the 
rules committee in executive session 
tentatively re-adopted all present 
rules of the party, subject to final 
action at a meeting to be called by 
State Chairman William J. Vereen 
during the second or third week of 
May. 

The rules committee was requested 
to call the state convention to meet 
in Macon. 

The executive committee voted to 
add a new rule to the governing code 
of the party which will provide a 
uniform system of selecting county 
executive committees throughout the 
state. On this proposal, as on the 
jabor union suggestion in regard to 
judgeship campaigns, a debate de- 
veloped which, while earnest, develop- 
ed no friction or unpleasantness, 

Labor Chief Speaks. 

John G. Valentino, elected presi- 
dent of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor at its recent Macon convention, 
appeared before the executive body 
with a committee from the Atlanta 
Feedration of Trades to support the 
proposal to change the present rules 
governing campaigns for superior 
court judgeships. ‘ Mr. Valentino ar- 
gued that many good lawyers are de- 
terred from entering the lists by fear 


of incurring the ill will of the in- 


cumbent for whose place he must of- 
fer. The labor committee proposed 
that all judges run for the office as 
other candidates do, with the high 
man, or men if more than one place 
is to be filled, being declared the 
nominees. 

The proposal met emphatic resist- 
ance from members of the committee 
and from Atianta lawyers. John Y. 
Smith, of Atlanta, appeared before the 
committee and entered a protest on 
the ground that the proposed change 
would compel every judge to enter the 
political arena at the end of every 
term. Under the present system, he 
pointed out, only the particular judge 
for whom oppésition has been declared 
has to defend his seat at the polls. 

This view was supported by Judge 
J. R. Pottle, of Albany; John P. 
Knight, of Nashville; W. V. Custer,

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In Boy’s Struggle 
ToRemaininU.S. 


Despite Opinions of Teach- 
ers, Sammy Goldman Is 
Turned Down.

New York, April 27.—Twelve 

months ago the medical officers at 
Sllis Island told 14-year-old Sammy 


to stay in America, and so he must 
go back to Russia. Sammy argued 
that there was no food in Russia, and 
that a place where soldiers beat chil- 
dren was no place to send a 14-year- 
old boy—just because he hadn’t an 
education. 

At this point Secretary of Labor 
Davis stepped in and told Sammy he 
could stay in*America six months, and 
that during that time he might try to 
prove that he was as bright as 
American children. Sammy was taken 
to Syracuse, where his father and 
mother and sister lived. And for that 
six months, and a succeeding six 
months—through an extension of the 
time—he applied himself to the task— 
probably the most intensive mental 
effort ever put forth by a child be- 
cause to Sammy it meant practically 
life or death. 

Apparently Winning. 

His teachers in Syracuse realized 
what it meant to Sammy, and they 
helped him fight his battle. His prog- 
ress, they said, was remarkable. News- 
papers took up his case. Congress- 
men and city officials interested them- 
selves in him. Dr. Hersey G. Locke, 
noted alienist, periodically tested his 
mental progress. Apparently Sammy 
was winning his fight. 

His year was up Thursday, and his 


friends brought him proudly to New 
York, once more to go before the ex- 


amining board at Ellis Island. The 
hearing was held behind closed doors. | 
Sammy did his best. { 

“Within two years,” Dr. Locke had 
said, “he will be equal to of surpass- 
ing, the average native-born child of 
his age. Under proper surroundings, 
he has made extraordinary progress.” 

Board Says “No.” 

The examining board made its re- 
port late Thursday afternoon. They 
told Sammy that he had failed to 
make good, and that he. must go back 
to Russia. Sammy wept and so did 
his friends. Then they took him to 
the detention room to wait further 
orders. : 

The report has been forwarded to 
Washington. Executive or adminis- 
trative clemency may save him, But if 
there is. no interference, Sammy will 
go back. His father and mother and 
sisters will bees here.

TO RUSSIA READY 
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put an end to the present uncertainty 
of the negotiations. They are anxious 
to put their cards on the table and. 
are asking the Russians to do like- 
wise honestly. 

Mr. Lloyd George before inviting 
the others to meet him at the Villa 
de Albertis, had a long and separate 
interview with each of them, thus lay- 
ing the foundation of the -document 
which to their minds should be of 
such a nature as to force the Rus- 
sians tO say yes or no on each ques- 
tion. 

The most difficult point still re- 
mains, that concerning the protection 
of foreigners in Russia, the conces- 
sions to be given them for lost prop- 
erties and guarantees for their future 
work on Russian territory. 

As to referring the matters which 
will be discussed by the meeting of 
all the signatories of the Versailles 
treaty announced by Mr. Lloyd 
George to either the supreme council! 
or the ambassadors’ council, as some 
have suggested, it was’ pointed out 
that the date on which the next Ger- 
man reparation payment falls due is 
May 31, wherefore, it is imperative 
that some sort of understanding be 
reached immediately, especially as all 
the powers concerned are assembled 
at Genoa. The -only answer of 
Premier Poincare is awaited for the 
calling of this meeting. 


SOVIET DELEGATES 

ISSUE STATEMENT. 

Genoa, April 27.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)—While the powers 
were today preparing the details of a 
document informing the soviet dele- 
gates what the powers expected of 
them and what the powers on their 
part were ready to do for Russia, the 
Russian delegates issued an open |. 
statement which pertinently expressed 
their discontent because they were 
not being kept informed of what the 
powers intended to do. 

_ Their statement insisted that Rus- 
Sia would protect her sovereign rights 
and contended that she alone was fol- 
lowing the fundamental ideas of the 
Cannes resolutions touching the 
questions of reciprocity and economic 
reconstructions, The text of the 
statement follows: 

“After the meeting of the experts, 
at which the Russian viewpoint on 
the first seven articles of the London 
experts’ report was presented in de- 
tail. no news has come to us con- 
cerning the attitude which the pow- 
ers will pursue. Russia has not the 
least desire for-a rupture, but she is 
determined to safeguard the principle 
of her sovereign rights and the prin- 
ciple of reciprocity, which is the only 
possible basis of a communfty of péo- 
ples and economie reconstruction, 

‘Such, indeed, constitutes the fun- 
damental idea of the Cannes. resolu- 
tions and we believe that it is Rus- 
sia alone which remains entirely 
faithful to the Cannes resolutions in 
all their essentials,” . 

As the conference assumes broader 
aspects certain indications come to 
the surface that two distinct political 
waves, which, being cogtradictory, age 
difficult to reconcile, are surely spread- 
ing throughout Europe. One is jin- 
ternationalism, which the thinkers of 
almost all countries are. preaching; 
the other is nationalism. The latter 
has flourished particularly since the 
great war, and the birth of new states 
through the treaty of Versailles has 
only served to multiply nationalistie | 
sentiments. 

While few statesmen dare to speak 
openly of the possibility of attain- 
ing some form of federation of the Hu- 
ropean states, it is learned that many 
of them secretly possess ambitions to 
bring about harmony between nation- 
alism ‘and internationalism, and the 
basis of this new European construc- 
tion would be the principles of equity, 
justice and the fellowship of man. 

Many conference circles remarked 
today .on the coincidence that two 
leaders ™ widely apart as Lloyd 
George and the Rey. Don Loiug Stur- 
zo, leader of the _ Italian Catholic 
party, should be exhorting Hurope 
that it must move along the lines of 
internationalism based on equity and 
self-restraint: as well as justice and 
charity. It ‘is understood that Mr. 
Lloyd George has a profound ambi- 
tion to make his non-aggression pact 
the precursor of a broad movement to 
bring all the peoples of Europe, in- 
cluding Russia and Germany, closer 
together, perhaps as the first step 
toward some form of European feder- 


ation.

Caught in Trap 
Of P. O. Inspectors 


New York, April 27.—Postoffice 
authorities today believed they were 
in a position to recover the greater 
part of the $2,500,000 loot taken by 
three armed bandits in their daring 
raid on a mail truck on lower Broad- 
way last October. 

Working tirelessly since the  post- 
master-general himseif started a na- 
tion-wide hunt for the robbers, post- 
office inspectors announced that their 
six months’ work had been rewarded 
by capture of three men whom they 
arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Hitcheock on the charge 
that they had found them trying to 
dispose of $75,000 worth of securi- 
ties which had formed part of the 
pluuder, 

The arrests, it became known, were 
made yesterday, in dramatic fashion, 
in two of the largest downtown brok- 
erage houses, which had turned over 
their premises and staffs to assist the 
inspectors in laying a trap for the 
trio. More arrests in the immediate fu- 
tyre Were promised. 

Great Secrecy. 
The fact that news of the arrests 


| did not become public until a day 


after they were made illustrates the 
secrecy with which the inspectors 
have been’ working since the general 
agitation which resulted from the New 
York holdup on the heels of other 
daring mail robberies in Los Angeles 
and Toledo. : 

While the department, by arming 
its employees and calling on the ma- 
rines to guard the mails, was seeking 
to prevent future robberies, its detec- 
tives were busy following every clue 
that presented itself.

He sets forth full details of the 
transaction under which he purchased 
his stock on the medicine companies 
and also gives his answer to the com- 
plaints made in the suit recently filed 
against him by Sarterthwait.

Lynch declared that Satterthwait 
had been named as secretary and gen- 
eral manuger when the company was 
taken over from Willis and associates. 
He charged that Satterthwait was in- 
toxicated part of the time and was in- 
capacitated to serve in the position to 
which he was named at a salary of 
$20,000 2« year. Lynch declared he 
approucsed Satrerthwait to learn how 
he would vote the 35,000 shares of 
stock in his name and that Satterth- 
wait derlined to tell him. Lynch said 
he had never received payment for the 
35,000 shares of stuck sold to Sat- 
terthwait. He said he transferred 17,- 
500 shures of stock to himself when 
Sattertkwait declined to tell how the 
stock would be voted. 

It wus stated further by Lynch that 
the stock issued in the name of Sat- 
terthweit had keen redelivered to him 
duly indorsed for transfer by Satterth- 
wait. Ile said al) the certificates for 
the stock rema‘ned in his possession 
and ave now in his possession. 

Lynch declared that the suits were 
brought against him by Satterthwait 
and McDuffie v.hen the 17,500 shares 
of stock had been transferred to him.

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WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 

That the peril that threatens Eu- 
rope in the present crisis at Genoa 
threatens the United States as well, 
and is one from which we cannot 
escape in the event that the eco- 


nomic conference ends in failure, 
is stated upon no less an authority 
than Lloyd George. 

In what the United News stati 
correspondent at Genoa character- 
ized “an amazing speech,” deliv- 
ered at a dinner given in his honor 
by American and British news 
writers attending the conference, 
the famous premier declared blunt- 
ly, according to a press dispatch, 
that “another conflagration in Eu- 
rope is inevitable unless the Genoa 
conference can deal successfully 
with the dangerous situation that 
now exists;” and he declared fur- 
thermore that if war is again start- 
ed it “would most surely draw the 
United States in as it did before!” 

Lloyd George at Genoa is today 
fighting as was General Haig on 
the western front in the dark days 
of 1917—with his “back to the 
wall!” 

He is fighting to avert war by 
peaceful negotiations, while Haig 
was fighting to prevent the ending 
of war in defeat. 

It was in that crisis, just after 
the United States had entered the 
world war, that Haig shouted to 
us, “for God’s sake, America, 
hurry up!” 

In his “amazing” speech of warn- 
ing, the correspondent went on te 
say, Lloyd George, in similar tones. 
said “he wished America had come 
to Genoa, for then her disinterest- 
ed position would have been a pow- 
erful influence tending toward a 
settlement of European questions” 
—which, in reality, are world ques- 
tions. 

He said he realized, continues the 
dispatch-— 


other words, America finds herself 
drawn into another maelstrom of 
European war—it will be another 
instance of republican party chick- 
ens coming home to roost; for fun- 
damentally the blame will rest up- 
on those who scuttled the Versailles 
treaty “to get even with Wilson,” 
and who subsequently, in further- 
ance of that spirit, prevented our 
participation in the international! 
conference at Genoa. 


CONGRESSIONAL PAY. 
Representative Mondell made a 
public statement the other day that 


in his opinion members of congress 
are grossly underpaid—that the an- 
nual salary of $7,500 they receive 
is far below “what men of the 
“moral and intellectual” standing 
of congressmen ought to get for 
their services. 

His colleagues undoubtedly will 
vote “aye” on this proposition, by 
an overwhelming majority; but 
what the taxpayers who pay them 
think about it is another matter, 
and the main thing for the con- 
gressmen to take into consideration 
before attempting to put the Mon- 
dell theory into practice. 

The statement by the Wyoming 
representative suggests speculation 
as to just how much a congress- 
man is worth to the country. He 
did not say just what salary would 
be satisfactory, from a strictly eco- 
nomic point of view: but upon pre- 
vious occasions he has hinted that 
he believes $10,000 a year would 
just about meet the requirements 
of the average member. 

There are men in congress who, 
no doubt, are capable of earning 
much more than $7,500 or $10,000 
a year, in private life; and there 
are some—a few—whose services 
to their country are worth much 
more than that in the course of a 
year. 

On the other hand, there are 
members who, perhaps, never earn- 
ed as much as $7,500 in a single 
year before they went to congress, 
and who never will do so again, 
once they are relegated to the 
status of private citizens. 

Indeed, there are some—without 
hazarding “naming names’”—who 
are absolutely unfit and who would 
not be underpaid if they received 
nothing. 

A happy solution to the question 
raised by Mr. Mondell, who is the 
republican floor leader in the 
house, would be the development 
of some sort of a system whereby 
a congressman would be paid ac- 
cording to his merits—on the basis 
of his capability and the relative 
value of his actual services in of- 
fice. 

That would have a tendency to 

weed out the “lame ducks,” the in- | 
competents and the undesirables, 
raise the calibre of the house mem 
bership and impart a higher tone 
to the grist that is annually ground 
out by the congressibnal mill.

most influential and the most pow- 
erful factor at the conference ta- 
ble. 

With America standing shoulder- 
to-shoulder with Great Britain in 
defense of the broad purpose for 
vhich the conference was called, 
~ nation nor group of nations 
«ould have dared to put obstacles 
in the way to obstruct attainment 
of that objective. 

Russia and Germany would be 
impotent as a discordant element; 
and France—our traditional friend, 
to which we are bound with ties of 
tenderest and most sacred senti- 
ment—would hot have assumed her 
present obstructionary attitude. 

But even had she done so despite 
our presence, the very fact of our 
participation and our status as an 
actual participant would have made 
negligible her destructive influ- 
ence and her power to stand in the 
way of progress toward world-wide 
peace and prosperity.

HEALTH TALKS|

CHILDISH DISEASE PHOBIAS. 

A vacuum cleaner is a handy little 
thing to have about the house, but 
it doesn’t worry the microbes of dis- 


ease any at all, though the glib sales- 
man enumerates the hordes of disease 
germs his machine will remove from 
the prospect’s abode. White enamel, 
nickel plate and plate glass are all 
pretty enough in a butcher shop or 
a Greek candy store, but put not 
your trust in these adornments—look 
in the cellar or under the counter or 
under the fingernails of the person 
who handles your food. Theatrical 
garishness did for a time feature even 
the furnishings of the hospital operat- 
ing room, and one so unfortunate 
as to be dragged into the average 
“modern” hospital encounters far too 
much glare and glitter in lieu of 
cleanliness right now. But, friends, 
take it from a doctor with a reason- 


a wholesome respect for the wilder 
tribes, all such trappings are not to 
be deemed in any way preventive of 
disease, Jt may be that impervious 
smooth surfaces and rounded corners 
are easier to wash with soap and wa- 
ter than uneven or over decorated 
woodwork, for instance, and square 
corners—but fhat doesn’t give us a 
Single excuse for plate glass, white 
enamel or nickel plate, in operating 
room, lavatory, bath, sick room, 
kitchen or candy store. 

We don’t absorb any germs through 
breathing—the air almost everywhere 
18 practically germ free, and if by 
reason of floating dust some few 
germs are breathed in on dust par- 
ticles, as a general rule these are per- 
fectly harmless bacteria. 

No known disease is spread through 
the air. It was imagined, long be- 
fore the actual caiises of the in- 
fectious or epidemic diseases had been 
found, that some vague “miasm” arose 
and permeated the atmosphere around 
and about the patient ill of a com- 
municab disease, and the ignorant, 
superstitious people even believed this 
“miasm” or floating virus carried for 
hundreds of miles in some instances, 
even across the seas! ‘This seems 
ridiculous now, of course, but it was 
the serious belief of the doctors less 
than a hundred years ago. 

Disease germs can go only where 
they are carried. They can’t travel

ORPHANAGE SITE 


Claims It Is Often Inun- 
dated by Water and 
Urges Capitol Avenue- 
Vanira Street Location. 


Continuing his fight to locate the 
girls’ high school on the Capitol ave- 
nue-Vanira street tract of 17 acres, 
School Commissioner A. C. Meixell 
directed a letter to each member of 
city council and the bond commission 
Thursday, setting forth specific ob- 
jections to the Hrebrew orphanage 
site and asking the members to make 
a personal inspection and comparison 
of the two tracts before voting to 
buy the orphanage property. 

“Affidavits can be obtained from ad- 
joining property owners on Crew, Lit- 
tle and Love streets that half of the 
property is completely inundated by 
water sometimes two feet or more,” 
he wrote, “the sewer system being 
inadequate during excess rains.” 

Fraser Street School. 

He said the board proposed to build 
the Fraser street grammar school on 
two acres adjoining the orphanage 
property, and that the sites of both 
schools combined would embrace only 
about eight acres. 

The commissioner stated that Miss 
Jessie Muse, principal of Girls’ High 
school, upon a visit to the property, 
asked the superintendent of the or- 
phanage why it was for sale. He 
replied that it did not provide ample 
recreation grounds and said_ there 
were 85 children in the home. 

Mr. Meixell urged that before ap- 
proving purchase of. the site, the 
bond commission have the Girls’ High 
school architect submit a study show- 
ing whether or not the site is feasible. 

Letter of Meixell. 

His letter to the council members 
and bond commissioners is as follows: 

“There are many serious objections 
why the Hebrew Orphan’s home site 
should not be approved, some of which 
are: 

“Affidavits can be obtained from 
adjoining property owners on Crew, 
Little and Love streets that half of 
the property is completely inundated 
by water, sometimes twu feet or more, 
the: sewer system being inadequate 
during excessive rains. 

“Crew street will divide the prop- 
erty in half and make it impossible 
to give proper protection to the stu- 
dent body and also requires steps 
v0 feet high to reach the playgrounds. 

“I also wish to inform you that the 
purpose is to build Fraser street 
school and the Girls’ High school on 
a tract of a little over eight acres 
of ground to take care of both propo- 
sitions. The site for the Senior 
High school will comprise a little over 
six acres at $89,000, and the Fraser 
street elementary school site adjoining 
if comprising about two acres at ap- 
proximately $50,000. The site is en- 
tirely too small for the Senior High 
school purposes, and according to re- 
port of surveys, Drs. Strayer and 
Engelhardt, we should endeavor to get 


at least 15 or 20 acres for our Senior 
High school. 


Asks Architect’s Opinion. 


“Before approving the purchase for 
this site, we urge you to have the 
architect selected for the Girls’ High 
school to work up preliminary draw- 
ings and submit a _ study showing 
whether or not the site is feasible for 
the purposes intended. If proven in- 
adequate, you will save the taxpayers 
money by voting adversely on the 
school board’s seelction of the Hebrew 
Orphan’s home site. 

Upon a visit to the Hebrew Or- 
phan’s home by Miss Jessie Muse and 
asking plainly the superintendent of 
the orphan’s home what was the rea- 


‘son for disposing of this property, the 


superintendent stated that it did not 
provide ample recreation grounds, and 
she then and there asked how many 
inmates théy had, and he stated 8&5 
children. Such being the case, could 
we, for one minute, consider that this 
tract of land would be sufficiently 
large to take eare of close to 2,500 
of our girls properly. 

“I beg of vou to visit in person 
these two sites and check me up and 
see for yourself if T am attempting 
to fight a worthy eause for the citi- 
zens of Atlanta.”

Two important breaks in the levee 
system in this state today have em-». 
phasized the importance of levee pro- 
tection work, according to the engi- 
neers in charge, and the planters are- 
showing more willingness to co-oper- ; 
ate in working out protective meas-_ 
ures. The second break of the day - 
was reported at Poydras, twelve 
miles below New Orleans, where about * 
350 families were driven out of a 
section of St. Bernard parish between | 
the river and Lake Borgne. 

Flood water from the crevasse at 
Ferriday, which is on the right bank 
of the Mississippi, eight miles north- 
west of Natchez, Miss., will return 
to the Mississippi and Atchafalaya 
rivers through the Black, lewer Ouach- 
ita and Red rivers, and will or 


sify and prolong the flood situati 
iu. this section, says a bulletin issu 
by the local weather bureau late to- 
day. 

Water from the Ferriday crevasse 
will cover practically every foot of 
Concordia parish, mere than half of. 
Catahoula (eastern and southern see-« 
tions), lower Tensas, southern Frank- 
lin and a part of Avoyelles parishes,:, 
Heavy rains during the last wenty=; 
four hours in the Red and Ouachita) 
river basins have further. intensified: 
the flood situation. : 

Above Old Record. — 

Water now in the Mississippt 
river below Old river is a half foot 
to one foot higher than in 1912, when 
the previous highest stages of record 
occurred. With the conditions, the 
weather bureau points out, if the 
levees below Old river hold, the water 
now flowing through -the Ferriday 
crevasse will reach a stage of one foot 
or more above that of 1912, when 
much of this same area was flooded. 

The crevasse which occurred this 
morning.on the left bank of the Mis- 
sissippi, twelve miles below New Or-. 
leans, had widened to four hundred 
feet late today. Efforts to tie the 
ends of the levee to prevent further 
crumbling are still under way, no ef- 
fort having been made as yet to close 
the gap, the batture and levee having 
caved into the river. Water from this 
crevasse is overflowing sugar and 
trucking lands in St. Bernard and 
Plaquemine parishes and _ will pass 
through Lake Borgne and _ Breton 
Sound into the Gulf. 

Refugee Camps. : 

Refugee camp: have been established | 
at Natchez, Misa., Harrisonburg, Mar- 
tinsville and Jonesville, La., by the 
Red Cross, where food, clothing, blan- 
kets snd medical attention are avail- 
able to the homeless residents of the 
overflowed areas. More than 4,000 
persons are being cared for in thes J 
refuge2 camps tonight, while hundreds. 
of others are being cared for in the 
homes ot friencs. The Monroe, La., 
national guard company was assigned 
to duty at the Harrisonburg refugee 
camp today to ¢cr-operate with the Red 
Cross in caring for the refugees. 


INUNDATION 
SPREADING. 

Natchez, Miss., April 27.—The 
crevasse in the Mississippi levee four 
miles north of Ferriday, lLa., has 
greatly widened since the break on 
Wednesday, according to latest’ re- 
ports. It is estimated that the gap 
is now over 1,500 feet wide, but hope 
has not been abandoned of tieing the 
ends. 

An inspection of the crevasse was 
made today by Junior Engineer B. L. 
White, attached to the government 
fleet here, and it is expected that the 
effort to check the crumbling of the 
embankment will be started at once. 

Water from the crevasse is steadily 
spreading over Concordia parish and 
the complete inundation of it is only 
a matter of hours; Catahoyla parish 
is also feeling the effects of the flood 
which may eventually reach into Ten- 
sas parish. 

Picking Up- Refugees. 

Marooned women and children of 
Junks, La., were rescued by motor- 
boats sent out from Natchez. The 
force of the current is so swift at 
this point that houses were being 
swept away. Early in the day appeals 
for rescuers were made and it was 
said that if assistance did not come 
speedily many were in. danger of be- 
ing drowned. > 

Steamboats operating out oF 
Natchez were engaged today in pick- 
ing up flood refugees who had souglit 
safety on the levees. Most of these 
were in the vicinity of the crevasse, 
It was stated by members. of the 
rescue parties that the waters of the 
Mississippi are pouring through the 
gap in great billows and is advancing 
in surges as high as the top of treea, 

Hundreds of refugees, negro  tete 
ants for the greater part, arrived at 
Natchez this afternoon and were 
carried at once to the refugee camp 
which has been established by the Red 
(ross, with the Natchez post of the 
American Legion in charge. 

Veteran Volunteers. 

As no officers of the army could 
come to Natchez to take charge of the 
refugees, Lieutenant Maurice Geisen- 
berger, World War veteran. has vol- 
unteered for the service. The camp 
has been organized along military 
lines and everything possible has been 
done to take care of the flood suf- 
ferers, 

It is stated by the Red Cross that 
there is an urgent need for more tents 
and equipment. 

Reports received here from Newel]- 
ton, La.. today state that the situa- 
tion at the Jone levee on the line of 
Tensas and Madison parishes, is ex- 
tremely critical, but that a desperate 
fight is being made to hold the line. 
Almost daily sloughing has taken 
place on this levee for the past week. 
Over a thousand men are engaged in 
building up and reinforcing a stretch 
of the embankment for about’ two 
miles. 

River Drops. 

Routine flood fighting continues on 
the Botanay Bay levee and other 
points in the fifth Louisiana district, 

Following the crevasse at Weceama, 
a drop of half a foot was noted itn 
¢the river for this point. the gauge to- 
night registering fifty-five feet. 

Water from the crevasse had not 
reached ‘Vidalia late today, but wave 
reported to be four or five feet dee, 
in the town of Ferriday, which is 
about four miles from the point of 
the break in the line. 

In the district opposite Natchez 
on the Lovisiana side, with the excep 
tion of Vidalia, the country is a vast 
inland sea and the only means of com- 
munication is by boat.

Power Company Planning 
Improvements 


$3,000,000 


for Expansion and Ex- 
tension Work Asked of 
Rail Board. 


Expenditure of nearly $3,000,000 in 
improvements and developments in 
Atlanta and north Georgia is planned 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, it was disclosed Thursday 
when a petition was filed with the 
state railroad commission by the com- 
pany asking permission to issue bonds 
to finance the proposed expansion and 
extension plans. ‘The money is to 
be spent in completing the big Tugalo 
dam and power project which will 
vastly increase the efficiency of the 
company’s power system and the ex- 
tension of transmission lines to con- 
nect the Georgia company with other 
power systems. 

With permission given by the state 
railroad commission the company will 
begin its development work immediate- 
ly, this money being turned into gen- 
eral trade channels in north Georgia 
and increasing to a substantial extent 
payrolls in this section. 

Refunding Mortgages. 

In the petition to the state railroad 
commission the company also asks per- 
mission to issue $983,000 face-value 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
first and refunding mortgages to re- 
imburse the company for additions, 
extensions and improvements already 
made. The company also asks permis- 
sion to issue $3,500,000 in 6 per cent 
25-year gold bonds which are to be 
issued against a similar issue of 5 
per cent bonds. 

The bonds which will be used in 
improvement and extensions aggregate 
$2,335,000 and all of this money will 
be spent in development in north Geor- 
gia and the immediate Atlanta dis- 
trict.

Work on Tugalo. 

The largest single item is the $1.- 
200,000 for the work at Tugalo, where 
a new dam and power house are now 
in course of construction. This, by 
no means, represents the total expen- 
diture on this work, the great amount 
already spent on this work not being 
represented. The million and a hal 
is merely to -omplete construction al- 
ready under way. 

The propo:ed Winder-Monroe trans- 
mission line will connect the 28.000- 
volt line from Norcross via Stone 
Mountain, Conyers, Covington and So- 
cial Circle with the 38,000-volt line 
extending from Gainesville to Winder 
via Brasselton. This will increase 
the transmission capacity of the lines 
in this territory and improve the op- 
erating characteristics of the entire 
ine, 

The Tallulah-Toccoa and the Toc- 
coa-Royston lines are proposed for im- 
mediate construction in order to han- 
dle the load which can be obtained 
in the vicinity of Toccoa and provide 
improved service to the Franklin dis- 
trict through Royston. This line will 
ultimately form part of a third 110,- 
000-volt circuit from Tallulah Falfs 
to Atlanta, two circuits now being 
}earried along the existing steel tower 
line. This third circuit will traverse 
a different section and provide power 
to intermediate’ stations along the 
routes. 

The 110,000-volt sub-station at Toe- 
coa will receive the power from the 
T lulah-Royston line and transform 
the voltage to the proner figure for 
the loads in the vicinity of Toecoa. 

Changes on Lines. 

The changes on the Atlanta-New- 
nan transmission line is designed to 
take care of the load, which has in- 
creased to the point where a 110.000- 
volt operation is necessary. ‘The en- 
tire line must be insulated for the 
higher voltage. This work will pro- 
vide the additional capacity now re 


quired and impreve the service to cus- 
fomers along this line. In addition 
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to supplying the sub-stations along 
its route, the line will also form the 
tie connection between’ the 
Railway and Power company system 
and the Columbus Power company. 
The change will also increase the ca- 
pacity of this interchange connection. 

The Lindale-Tennessee line work is 
to increase the transmission capacity 
of the line between Lindale, Ga., and 
Cleveland, Tenn., which serves as a 


& Power company and the Tennessec 
Power company, and as a supply line 
for the territory around Rome, Cal- 
houn and Dalton. This will materially 
improve the service to_customers in 
this district and increase the capacity 
of the system. 

The Morgan Falls generating sta- 
tion work is to make this plant, built 
in 1902 and 1903, thoroughly modern. 
The station will be so connected to 
the transmission system in and around 
Atlanta that it can be used as a regu- 
lating, as well as a generating station. 

The money for the 110,000-volt sub- 
station at Commerce is in anticipation 
of the line from Tallulah to Royston 
to be built during 1922, which will 
be extended in 1923 to Commerce, 

Other Issues Asked. 


In addition to this improvement 
bond issue, the Georgia Railway & 
Power Co. also applied for the au- 
ihorization of an issue of $983,000 
face value Georgia Railway & Power 
company, first and refunding mort- 
gage as issued under the mortgage 
o: the company dated April 1, 1914, 
on account of after acquired property 
and for the purpose of reimbursing 
the company for expenditures already 
made for additions, extensions and 
improvements constructed or acquired 
prior to April 1, 1922. 

Further application is made for the 
issue of $3,500,000 Georgia Railway 
& Power company’s general mortgage 
€ per cent 25-year gold bonds, series 
of 1922, to be dated April 1, 1922, 
and to mature April 1, 1947, bearing 
interest at 6 per cent. These bonds 
are to be issued under the general 
mortgage of the company dated No- 
vember, 1921. The bonds are secured 
by a general mortgage and by the de- 
posit as collateral of $3,500,000 first 
and refunding 5 per cent bonds, The 
petition says that the 5 per cent bonds 
would have to’be sold at oo great a 
discount, so they are put up as collat- 
eral and a like amount of 6 per cent 
bonds issued against them.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH 
SEES VINDICATION 
IN DAUGHERTY ACT 


New York, April 27.—(Special.)— 
The action of Attorney-General 
Daugherty in dismissing the govern- 
ment’s suit against the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable company for $2,400,000, 
claimed as “excess earnings” during 
the period of wire control by the gov- 
ernment, is regarded as a victory for 
the telegraph company and a complete 
vindication of its policy during the 
war. 

This suit was instigated by Post- 
master-General Burleson and _ the 
statement of Mr. Daugherty, in whick 
he expressed the opinion that the 
“government cannot successfully prose- 
cute this suit in view of the facts 
and the law” is construed by officials 
of the Postal telegraph as bearing 
out their contention that Mr. Burle- 
son's attitude was arbitrary to a de- 
gree, extremely unfair and unwar- 


J ranted by the facts in the case, 


Basis of Suit. 

It was explained today by an off- 
cer of the Postal Telegraph that the 
suit grew out of Mr. Burieson’s re- 
fusal to deal with that company on 
the same basis on which he dealt 
with other communication companies, 
including the Western Union ‘Tele- 
graph company and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company. In 
other words, the Postal Telegraph 
company claimed this was rank dis- 
crimination. 

The act under which the wire com- 
panies were taken over by the gov- 
ernment, unlike the act providing fer 
federal operation of the railroads, 
did not provide a formula for comput- 
ing the compensation which was to 
be paid them. 

In the cases of the Western Union 
and the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, the then postmaster-general 
accepted thelr earnings statements 
and in readjustment allowed them 
amounts far in excess of their actual 
earnings during the period of control. 
With the Postal Telegraph, however, 
Mr. Burleson refused to allow that 
company to retain all of its earnings, 
demanding that a sum of approxi- 
mately $2,400,000, which was earned 
by the Postal during the period of 
federal control, be turned over to the 
national tréasury. 

This the Postal Telegraph refused 
to do, on the ground that Mr. Burle- 
son was endeavoring to confiscate ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of its earn- 
ings, and the company insisted that it 
had been singled out for unjust treat- 
ment and in direct coutravention to 
what had been accorded its rivals. A 
bitter controversy developed and final- 
ly, a few days before ex-Postmaster- 


tuted a suit by the legal department 
of the postoffice against the Mackay 
companies. It is this suit which 
Attorney-General Daugherty now has 
decided to drop, and his action is re- 
garded by Postal Telegraph officials 
as fully sustaining their position and 
a complete victory for the company.

REED LOSING GRP 
IN PRIMARY RACE

Washington, April 27.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Political 
comment at the capital for the past 


few days has been directed to the Mis- 
souri situation, where Senator Reed, 
democrat, is facing one of the hard- 
est campaigns of the coming elections. 

Missourians at Washington say 
that they will not be greatly sur- 
prised if Senator Reed is defeated for 
renomination in the democratic pri- 
maries on August 1. In their opinion 
if the primary electons were held to- 
day Reed would lose to his opponent, 
Breckinridge Long, who was third as- 
sistant secretary of state in the Wil- 
son administration. 

Senator Reed is in Missouri, but 
has not begun his primary campaign. 

He is noted as an intensive and 
forceful campaigner, and according to 
Missouri people his chances may be 
materially bettered after he starts 
his speech-making effort. It will be 
an uphill fight, however, as the tide 
appears to have set against him. 


Opposed to Wilson. 


Senator Reed’s opposition to Pres- 
dent Wilson and hig policies is held 
primarily responsible for his present 
position. He was elected a delegate 
to the democratic national convention 
at San Francisco in 1920, but the 
state convention refused to sanction 
his choice and the national commit- 
tee sustained the convention. 

The organized women of Missouri, 
to whom Senator Reed is obnoxious 
on account of his opposition to the 
league of nations, woman suffrage, 
prohibition and the national mater- 
nity bill, are working to bring about 
his defeat. 

While the opposition in Reed’s re- 
nomination was considerable at the 
outset of the primary campaign, it 
has been increased greatly on account 
of ex-President Wilson’s repudiation 
of the senator in a letter to the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. Some of Reed’s 
supporters had been claiming that, 
while the senator had opposed the 
league of nations covenant and he 
and Wilson had other’ differences, 
there would be no opposition by the 
ex-president to Reed’s selection as the 
candidate for senator. By imphication 
their contention was that the differ- 
ences between the ex-president and the 
senator had been forgotten by Wil- 
son. This idea was dispelled by Wil- 
son’s letter. 

Guess Was Wrong. 

When Senator Reed, in- response to 
Wilson’s communication, produced 4 
letter from Wilson, complimenting him 
which the ex-president said he had 
no recollection of having written, it 
was supposed in Washington that 
Reed had scored and would benefit 
ather than be injured by the former 
president’s declaration. The Washing- 
ton guess was wrong, however, ac- 
cording to Missourians here, who say 
information from Missouri indicates 
that Reed has been seriously injured 
aa a candidate by Wilson’s denuncia- 
tion and that Long’s chances have 
been improved correspondingly. 

Long was the democratic candidate 
for ‘Senator in 1920 against Senator 
Selden P. Spencer. republican. who 


was elected by a majority of 121,065. 
The Spencer-Long campaign was 
fought on a straight league of nations 
issue, but latent league sentiment in 
the state appears to have come to the 
surface since then. 
G. 0. P. Lacks Candidate. 

Although ‘the republicans count on 
victory, they are worried over the lack 
of effective candidates for the nom1l- 
nation. Senators Spencer and Long 
are from St. Louis, and it is believed 
w-se to choose as the republican can- 
didate a man from the western or 
central part of the state, as there is 
considerable feeling outside of St. 
Louis against having both senators 
from that eity. Reed is from Kansas 
City. which lies on the Missouri river, 
the western boundary of Missouri. 

Walter S. Dickey, of Kansas City, 
formerly chairman of the republican 
state committee, hag been mentioned 
as a likely choice t6 run against the 
democratic nominee, but has not de- 
clared his candidacy. 


BRUNSWICK SURGEON 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Brunswick, Ga., April 27.—(Spe- | 


cial.) —Dr. Robert L. Fox, one of the 
best known physicians and surgeons 
in this section of the state, was found 
dead in his automobile by Mrs. Fox 


at an early hour this morning. The 
announcement of the death of the 
well-known physician cast a shad- 
of gloom over the entire city. 

Dr. Fox performed an operation on 
a patient at the city hospital last 
night at a late hour. He had not 
returned home up to an early hour 
this morning and Mrs. Fox telephoned 
the hospital and was informed that 
he bad left the institution. Becoming 
alarmed, she walked to the garage in 
the yard and found her husband dead, 
his body partly out of the machine. 

He had been dead for two or three 
hours. Death was due to an aneruism 
of an artery, and it is believed that 
this, a tumor through which blood 
passes, was caused by a bullet wound 
received by Dr. Fox several years 
ago when Monroe Phillips, local busi- 
ness man, went on a rampage, killing 
several people and wounding some 
thirty. Dr. Fox was struck in the 
back of the neck by a bullet. 

The deceased was born in_ §&t. 
Marys, Ga., 48 years ago and had 
attained a wide reputation as a sur- 
geon since his graduation from Co- 
lumbia university. 

He is survived by his widow, one 
brother, Richard Fox, of Darien; four 
sisters. Mrs. B. T. Sinclair, Darien; 
Mrs. D. H. Meldrim, Mrs. E. D. Lat- 
timore, Mrs. David S. Beggs, Savan- 
nah. Funeral services will be held 
here tomorrow morning and the re- 
mains will then be carried to Savan- 
nah for interment tomorrow after- 
noon.

Herbert E. Choate, author of the 
Choate charter, spoke at a meeting 
Thursday night of the business wom- 
en’s division of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Real Estate Meeting. 


Fifteen minutes each were allotted 
the speakers at the real estate lunch- 
eon. Mr. Willet led off. He had 
brought to the meeting a big chart 
visualizing the composite plan. He 
displayed his chart and referred to 
it from time to time as he talked. 

Mr. Willet said the Choate slogan 
could well be: “Direct election— 
direct responsibility.” + 

He stressed the advantage of giving 
the mayor more power. He said if the 
mayor turned out wrong the voters 
could recall him, and by recalling 
the mayor could indirectly recall the 
directors, the mayor’s appointees. 

Under the Choate plan, he stated, 
'a new mayor could, if he were so dis- 
posed, drop all the appointees of a 
former executive, but expressed the 
opinion that this would hardly ever 
be done. 


Watkins’ Argument. 

Councilman Watkins opened his re- 
marks by describing as “childish and 
immaterial” the agitation raised by 
the Choate people about’ charter 
amendments and the standpatters 
about “Hemlock” telephones, 

He declared that the theory of the 
Atlanta plan is representative gov- 
ernment with democratic control.” 

“The mayor, under the Choate plan, 
is also city manager, is chief of 
administration.” he said. The chief 
difference between the two plans is 
that one makes an elective officer the 
city manager and the Atlanta plan 
makes him an anpointive officer. 

Councilman Watkins expressed the 
belief that Atlanta would be unable 
to get a man big enough to fill the 
job of mayor for $9,000 a year, know- 
ing that he would have to retire after 
four years, as provided in the Chvuate 
charter. ‘ 

Stating that one thing which is 
hindering a return to a business re- 
vival is the enormous tax*burden on 
the people Mr. Watkins called atten- 
tion to the fact that if the Atlanta

Councilman Ashley asserted that 
in arguing for the old charter he was 
not defending the present personnei of 
the municipal government. “lil 
leave that question to the tender 
mercies of the voters,” he said.

Follow:ng Me. Russel was Council- 
man Claude Ash'ey, aGvocate of the 
present charter with amendments. He 
made a strong piea for the retention 
of representative government, and lik- 
ened the system of government as pro- 
vided by the oth«r two charters to an 
“oligarchy,” which, he said, was al- 
most as bad as an autocracy. 

In behalf of the Choate plan Mrs. 
Rogers Winter spoke after Mr. Ash- 
ley. She denied that the city has 
prospered and progressed by aid of the 
old charter, declaring that 
made strides in spite of it. She said 
that the business men who are fight- 
ing the Choate charter are doing 
themselves an injustice. The old char- 
ter was drawn by good men years ago 
when the city had a small population, 
she said.

OUTLOOK 1S BETTER 
NN SUGAR INDUSTRY 


Washington, April 27.—The outlook 
for solution of Cuba’s sugar problem 
is more promising at present than for 
many months past, according to a 
survey of the situation prepared by 
the commerce department. 

Reasonable estimates, the depart- 
ment said, will place the total avail- 
able Cuban sugar for the year at 4,- 
700,000 tons and solution of the prob- 
lem rests upon the ability of the 
world’s consuming market to absorb 
that quantity in addition to 2,000,00U 
tons of tariff protected output. 

Hopes of the Cuban sugar trade for 
an advance in demand, the department 
declared, ~were based on the invisibie 
trade shortage of refined sugar in this 
country estimated ut 400,000 tons; the 
increasing population and consump- 
tion in the United States; the con- 
tinued absorption of sugar by world 
markets even during the height of 
Cuban production, and the market 
demand in Europe and in the Orient 
for raw and refined sugars from Cuba 
and the United States growing out of 
shortages recently apparent in the Far 
Kast. ; 

Sugar is moving from Cuba even 
to the Far East, the department re- 
ported, and optimistis are sure that 
the year’s demand from England and 
France, estimated at 600,000 tons, will 
provide an outlet for a portion of the 
balanee the United States will be un- 
able to absorb.
